COMMUNISTS IN 7 
NUMBER ONLY 7,000, 
_ ASSERTS NEW BOOK 


New York, Feb. 12.—-( —The 
American communist movement, which 
had 36,000 members in 1919, has de- 
clined steadily until it hag only 5,000 
to 7,000 members today, says James 
Oneal in his book, “American Com- 
munism," to be published tomorrow by 


| the Rand Schoo! of Social Science. 


Mr. Oneal says that reports heard so 
frequently a few years ago of millions 
of communists in: the United States 
were absurd exaggerations. While 
some eighteen or twenty organizations 
have been formed within eight years, 
the number is due to the difficulty 
members have in agreeing. 

One of the striking incidents related 
in the book is the story of how the 
underground organization of the 
American communists unwittingly se- 
lected a secret agent of the govern- 
ment, Joseph Nosovitsky, to represent 
American communists at a secret meet- 
ing of the Third in Am- 
sterdam in 1920.
